They Are Commonly Called 
Firebrands, 


CLAIM BAPTISM BY FIRE. 


YOUNGER ELEMENT HAS DEVEL- 
OPED SURPRISING ENTHUSIASM. 


The Quiet Farmers Living Near Abi- 
lene Are Greatly Stirred Over the 
New Movement, Which Is 
Gaining Strength. 


ABILENE, Kan., Sept. 27.—‘'Fire! Fire! 
Fire! Bless you, brother!” was the cry 
that startled the townspeople a few months 
ago. A soberly dressed farmer, wearing a 
Plain suit and long hair of the Quaker- 
like sect of river brethren, met another of 
the same appearance and this was their 
greeting. Afterwards came other expericn- 
ces, when a young woman in river brother 
Rarb came to town and going from store to 
Store declared in a despairing yoice: 

“Beware! Abilene will be destroyed in 
ninety days.”’ . 

One day a young man, having had his 
abundant locks trimmed in a barber shop, 
arose from the chair and stepping to the 
middle of the floor announced to the crowd 
in waiting: ‘I feel called on to say that I 
have been baptized by fire and am saved.” 
Then he put on his coat and went out. 


These were but manifestations of a new 
Movement that has caused the staid river 
brethren more uneasiness than anything 
that has occurred in all their religious life, 
even from the earliest part of the century, 
when they settled on the banks of the Sus- 
quehanna in Pennsylvania and began to 
worship in their own way without restraint. 
And, by the way, that was how they ac- 
guired their title, for they were “river” 
brethren, as distinguished from other mem- 
bers of their sect, Brethren in Christ, who 
lived among the hills. 


Known as 
Firebrands. 

This new form of religious zeal is the 
product of somewhat sensational preaching 
by leaders of the so-called Fire-Baptized 
association, or, as they are familiarly 


' known the “Firebrands,” and it is the first 


schism that has occurred in the river 
brethren denomination. It has worried the 
elders, Suid one grave-faced brother, shak- 
ing his abundant beard and locks: ‘‘We 
hardly know what to make of it, but we 
abide in faith and think it will come out 
al! right.’’ 

The “‘Firebrands"’ began with the coming 
to central Kansas of an evangelist, B. H. 
Irwin, from lowa, two years ago. He was 
taken in by the river brethren and they ac- 
cepted his doctrines, which were of the ut- 
most perfection through faith. Finally he 
undertook to change their form of dress 
and they objected. Then he started meet- 
ings of his own and preached the fire doc- 
trine, He held that the fire of inspiration 
came to the believers and his meetings 
abounded in trances, screaming and other 
exhibitions of the “power.’’ Long after 
midnight, night after night, the little band 
prayed and testified, all the time growing 
in numbers. Finally Irwin advised all the 
members to sell their hogs, as tney were 
unclean beasts, and he was obeyed. A score 
of farmers took their swine to market at a 
ereat loss. He also attempted to cure by 
laying on of hands and found some pa- 
tients who thought they were helped. Sana 
man declared die was cured of a sort of 
palsy, but he was as bad as ever the next 
day. One farmer “‘belleved’’ and was pro- 
nounced cured of consumption, but he died 
in a few months. 

Irwin returned last fall with a big tent 
and ‘two assistant preachers and opened 
meetings with greater zeal than before. The 
excitement drew people from a score of 
miles distant and on Sunday thousands 
gathered. The service consisted of ser- 
mons, shouting and exhibitions of the 
“power.”’ Communicants jumped up and 
down for a half hour at a time scream- 
ing praises to God. Some _ went into 
trances. These Irwin allowed none to 
touch. In his address he abused the river 
brethren, their form of dress and customs, 
pointing them out in the congregation and 
calling them by name. Never in the history 
of this county has there been so strange 
and wild preaching as that, and the peo- 
ple wondered how it would end if the ex- 
citement continued to grow. They speed- 
ilv found out, 


The Preachers 
Were Ducked. 


A party of young farmers, whose parents, 
friends and sweethearts had been maligned 
by Irwin and his associates, surrounded 
the tent one moonlight night. Suddenly 
they cut the ropes and rushed for the 
preachers. They caught two of them, but 
Irwin, amid the confusion, darkness and 
fright of the congregation, escaped. The 
captives were taken to a stock tank near 
by. The windmill, driven by the prairie 
breeze, had filled it with clear, cold water. 

“In with ‘em, boys!"’ cried a stalwart 
youth. 

“OQne—two—three!’ Splash! splash: 

The evangelists were duched three times 
and then allowed to go. Irwin had already 
secured a horse and was far away. The 
others followed and no more campmeet- 
ings were held in that town. Irwin went 
to Colorade and no more has been heard 
of him. The others went to Pennsylvania 
and attacked in a series of addresses the 
river bretheren near Chambersburg, Pa., 
until they were driven out of that section. 
One youth, Harry Solonberger, went to 
Philadelphia and started an orphanage 
wherein healing was to be by faith and 
laying on of hands alone One or two 
children died and he was arrested. 

A girl, Martha Zook, entered the home 
of an uncle in lilinols, also a healer of this 
faith and died of diphtherta in spite of the 
efforts of the brethren through prayer. 


Were Attacked 
With Eggs. 


Two weeks ago another company of evan- | 


gelists came back to this county and pegan 
a series of meetings in the old place. Their 
preaching waxed louder and louder, and one 
night a number of young men gathered 
with eges and prepared for an attack. They 
were arrested and brought here to jail, but 
released later.

The Rough Riders, mounted and un- 
mounted, closed in around the governor to 
protect him from assault by the mob.

Roose- 
velt and succeeded in striking him a blow 
in the breast with a stick. The assailant 
was immediately knocked down by Daniel

A rush wag then made by the mob to 
drag the mvdunted men in khaki uniforms 
from their horses. The men on foot, also in 
khaki, closed around the governor, making 
a wedge, which pushed through the crowd, 
and they finally succeeded in gaining the 
train, which was surrounded by the mob. 

By this time there were probably 1000 or 
1500 excited people in the vicinity and fisti- 
cuffs were exchanged on all sides.

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THE HOLLAND WON THE FIGHT. 


Naval Board Praises Her Work in the 
Sham Battle. 

NEWPORT, R. L, Sept. 27.—The board 
of arbitrament, after its meeting last night, 
gave out its decisions as to the operations 
that have been held here the last two days 


by the ships of the North Atlantic, squad- 
ron. 

The attack of the Holland on the Kear- 
sarge was not allowed. At the time the- 
Holland says she torpedoed the Kearsargeé 
the battleship had her running lights up, — 
and this, the board says, was enough to 
rule the Holland's attack unsuccessful, as 
the battleship was not looking foran enemy. 
The board is loud in its praise for the nerve 
and courage of the commander of the Hol- 
land, admitting that she went five m 
out to sea, when she was at any moment 
liable to be cut down by a vessel. It also is 
admitted that the trial with her could be 
considered as a fair one. Many are of the 
opinion that the commanders were afraid 
of this craft, and did not wish it stated 
that their vessefS had been picked up by 
the new defender of the seas. . 

In regard to the first night the decision 
is that the Stiletto was successful in her 
attack on the battleship Massachusetts and 
that she torpedoed her before she fran 
ashore at Fort Adams. In regard to the 
ramming of the Kearsarge by the tug Ley- 
den, it is the ruling that the Kearsarge 
was out of the field at the time, and that 
the claim is not allowed. 

It seems that the only torpedo boat that 
was successful in torpedoing was the 
Gwynn, and she put out the Scorpion and 
the Eagle. The Porter, Morris and Gwynn 
were put out by the Kearsarge and the 
Dahlgren by the Indiana. This is just the 
reverse of what was reported last night. 
The Texas was the only vessel that was 
not found, and tit ts said that she turned 
tail and went far out to sea, so that she 
could not be found, The operations are con- 
sidered a success and they will be the sub-
